We must allow something for the confusion of 
his ideas at seeing a man stark naked in his 
master’s tan-yard, for whether the family had sud- 
denly returned to the state of pristine innocence, 
and had resolved to receive visitors in cuerpo, 
vr whether the preadamite form of worship was 
about to be established, he could but conjec- 
ture. We are far from clear that fear was the 
cause of the dog’s silence. The Greenock Ad- 
vertiser has given some valuable hints for the 
practice of provincial thieves, but our ‘‘minions 
of the moon’’ in London will scarcely be able 
to profit by them. The appearance of the an 
cient costume in Cheapside, or the Strand, would 
soon excite very strong suspicion.

The 
truth is that the fashionable world in London 
may be said to be divided into three classes— 
first, those who have both town and country 
houses; secondly, those who have only country 
houses of their own, and take town residences 
for the season; and the third, who, having only

The first two classes leave 
town towards the end of June, or, at all events,

are admired just as much, if not more, from their 
being disagreeable. The secret is, that fashion 
is imitating in certain things that are in our 
power and that are nearly indifferent in them- 
selves, those who possess certain other advan- 
tages that are not in our power, and that the 
possessors are as little disposed to part with as 
they are eager to obtrude thom upon the notice 
of others by every external symbol at their im- 
mediate control. We think the cut of a coat 
fine, because it is worn by a man with ten thou- 
sand a-yoar, with a fine house and a fine carri- 
age: as we cannot get the ten thousand a-year, 
the house, or the carriage, we get what we can 
—the cut of the fine gentleman's coat, and thus 
are in the fashion. But as we get it, he gets 
rid of it, which shows that he cares nothing 
about it; but he keeps his ten thousand a-year, 
his fine house, and hie fine carriage. A rich 
man wears gold buckles to show that he is rich: 
& coxcomb gets gilt ones to look like the rich, 
and as soon as the gold ones prove nothing, the 
rich man leaves them off. So it is with wi the 
real advantages that fashionable people possess. 
Say that they have more grace, good manners, 
and refinement than the rabble; but these do 
not change every tat the nod of fashion, 
Speaking correctly is not proper to one class 
more than another: if the fashionable, to distin- 

themselves from the vulgar, affect a pecu- 
jar tone or set of phrases, this is mere slang. 
The difference between grace and awk wardnoss 
is the same one year after another. This is the 
meaning of natural politeness. It is a percep- 
tion of, and attention to, the feelings of others, 
which is the same thing, whether it # neglected 
by the = or practised by the vulgar. The 
barrier between refinement and grossness cannot 
be arbitrarily effaced. Nothing changes but 
what depends on the shallow affectation and as- 
sumption of superiority: real excellence can 
never become vulgar. So Pope says in his elo- 


gant way—

THAaMEs-orricn.—Vesterday Captain Samp- 
son Bragge, commander ofthe Francis Wat- 
son, free trader to India, was before Mr. 
Battantine with the murder of Lewis Sin- 
clair, his ship’s steward, on the high seas, with- 
in the jurisdiction of the Admiralty of England. 

Captain Bragge was unattended by any legal 
adviser. . 

— Murray, a fore-mast man in the Fran- 
cis Watson, deposed as follows:—I sailed from 
Liverpool to Batavia, thence to Singapore, and 
home to London, im the ship. The steward, 
who is now dead, also shi at Liverpool. At 
Batavia the steward unk, and was turned 
out of the cabin. When at Singapore he took 
ill. .We had no doctor on board, The captain 
ordered that the steward's allowance of water 
should be stopped, and in a day or two ordered 
him to be slung over the lee side and the bow, 
to scrape the ship’s side. This was done when 
we were at sea, and sailing from seven to cight 
knots an hour. The steward was very ill ina 
day or two after we left Singapore. ‘The cap- 
tain stopped the steward’s allowance of meat, 
bread, and food of any kind, and treated him 
with great cruelty from that time until one morn- 
ing when he had him dragged over the windlass 
end, and had him flogged with a stocking full of 
sand, and afterwards washed the wounds with 
salt water. I saw the man flogged upon the 
naked back and posteriors, and the wounds 
were washed with brine and pickle. The man 
was gradually getting worse, and was ill-used 
by the mate as well as the captain and the black 
fellows. He had no allowance from the ship; 
he had nothing but what he got from the crew. 
I saw the captain kick him and knock him down 
on the deck. I saw the man about a fortnight 
since, when we were at sea. He was lying un- 
der the boat upon deck. The captain came up 
and took a capstan bar, which he forced down 
the man's trowsers, between the waistband and 
his belly, and pounded him downwards; he then 
raised him up and let him fail. The man cried 
helplessly; he was crazy, and talked wildly. I 
saw him about sixteen hours afterwards; he look 
ed like a starved man, and was, I think, endea- 
vouring to get to the ship's bow, but he fell at 
the foremast. I went and lifted him up, and he 
died in my arms. 

Mr. BaLLanrine desired the witness to men 
tion any particular instance ol severity exerci. 
ed by the captain. 

The witness reflected a few moments, and 
then said, ** f recollect one day that the captain 
ordered the steward should eat fourteen biscuits 
He had not had any thing for three days be 
fore. He ate about seven, when the captain 
compelled him to eat some chalk, and had bin 
started (flogged) round the ‘eck 
and then compelled him to go up the royal 
yard. 

Mr. BALLANTINE asked the witness if be 
had ever quarrelled with the captain? Witness

‘Che means resorted to for his 
relief seemed to have a mnentar Fay effe:t 
tuesday, the smallest quantity a ood almost 
produced strangulation; whew not in the act of 
swallowing, he breathed perfectly natural, com- 
planing of no pain, and rational. Wednesday 
forenoon continaed the same—6 o'clock, P. M 
died. Thursday, 1, P. M. Margaret Cramer 
died. On the Sunday following, 6, P. M. John 
Flanders died; and at 12 o'clock same night the 
old man, hie father. Thus, the father, hie two 
sons, and grand-daughter, in the short space of 
one week, wore swept into the bourne of eterni- 
ty, by the same mystified instrument of death, 
end four other children on the very point of tra- 
velling the same fearful path. The burials were, 
indeed, indescribable scenes of affliction, ‘ihe 
bed-ridden, aged mother, whose sickened soul 
was held out by the merest thread of existence, 
was carried from corpse to cor » to weep her 
last farewell over her earthly hopes,—over the 
children whom she had nursed and cherished 
through the vieiustudes of | fe. Never have we 
beheld so much sympathy, or so many tears 
shed, as when the vast congregation of people 
earned, by pairs, the dead to the last and only 
peaceful freehold of man. 

The bodies immediately after death became 
covered with dark purple spots, and their sto- 
machs were found to be in a high state of inflam. 
mation——the internal coats nearly destroyed, 
and the infurior part of each patting on im many 
places a gangrenous appearance. There was 
not the slightest indication of this inflammation 
while hymg. The contents of the stomach were 
carefully put up in bottles and sent to professor 
Hadley in Fairfield, who, after deliberate exami- 
nation, could detect no deleterious substance in 
them whatever. 

The opinion of the attending —— De- 
lancey, White and Shuler, is, and most probably 
it is the true one, that some veyetable narcotic 
poivon taken in the food, has been the cause of 
this Iaineatable catastrophe; and that the poison 
must have been taken the day previousto the 
general attack, as one of the young men did not 
reside with his father, but merely came en a vi- 
sit that day (Sunday) and returned to hi® usual 
residence the same evening. Yet he, through 
the food he used athie father's thet day, had 
the disease in all its malignancy. The general 
rumor as to its originating from the use of 
pickles made in a copper vessel cannot be true as 
some of these that died, used at no time any 
pickles whatever. ; 

Whether the actual and specific cause will 
ever be known, we cannot tell. The disease, 
we are confident, will extend no farther. But 
this we do know, that the symptoms attending 
most vegetable poisons have been present in all 
their virulency in every case, and that no com- 
mon malignant country fevers ever produce euch 
rapid dissolution or local derangements as were 
found in the bodies examined after death.—

state of convalescence, but their recevery must 
necessarily be very slow.

Not only the trade of 
the western part of Vermont was diverted 
from its former channel, but much of the 
eastern traffic has changed and is changing. 
Heavy merchandize, in particular, can be 
freighted from New York, yea from Boston, 
by way of New York, much cheaper than 
can be transported from Boston direct; and 
the day is not distant when New York will 
be the principal resort of the merchants of 
Vermont for goods of the last mentioned 
description, unless some plan is devised to 
attract it to another quarter by lessening in 
an equal degree the expense of the present 
manner of transportation. ‘This has been 
proposed in various ways—first by im- 
proving the present channel of the Connec- 
ticut, and it will be recollected, a survey 
was made by the General Government for 
ascertaining its practicability.”

A notice, in the Lonpon Travecuer, of a 
recent legal decision, is accompanied by these 
remarks:—*‘There is no subject, of a commer- 
cial nature, upon which more astounding facts 
could be laid before the public than the system 
which has grown up of supplying insolvents with 
eredit, in order to profit from their embariass- 
ments, by taking goods from them almost at 
their own price, and thus underselling the fair 
trader in the market, It is a well known fact, 
that some great houses might be named in this 
metropolis, which have not only come in this 
way to the assistance, as it were, of needy men, 
but have actually set them up in business for the 
purpose of making them available to their own 
sinister projects. The way in which the system 
works is this:—-A man of straw is set up in busi- 
ness; he is supplied with credit by one of the 
great houses who are desirous of making him 
useful. He is sometimes even supplied with re 
commendations to other houses; but whether or 
not, the credit given by one house is in itself a 
recommendation to another; and by this means 
he soon extends his connections and enlarges his 
dealings. In the meanwhile his original patron 
is not unmindful of the object for which he set 
him up in business. He still accommodates him 
occasionally, by purchasing goods from him un- 
der the first cost, and when at length the ruin of 
the dupe or speculator, or whatever he may be 
called, is certain, the great house is kindly re- 
membered, and those who ought, in justice and 
equity, to be the greatest, if not the only suffer- 
ers, are in fact the only persons who get clear 
out of the concern. While such a system as this 
is going forward—and that it is going forward 
to a great extent is well known to every man of 
business—whatever has a tendency to check the 
progress of such bargains may be regarded as a 
national beneft in a trading country like this — 
We know nothing of the parties concerned in 
the action which has led to those observations, 
but we rejoice to find that however respectable 
they may be, and however inconsiderately they 
may have committed themselves in their transac- 
tions with the bankrupt, neither judges nor juries 
will countenance a practice which becomes every 
day more common, and which, as we have al- 
ready stated, is the actual system of some houses 
who have become affluent by the plunder of 


many."’
